Council was held on Monday evening 
last with His Worship Mayor W. E.

CORRESPONDENCE. 


G. H. Burgess wrote re Treasury 
Notes. 

The Secretary read a wire from the 
C.N.R. stating they intended building 
steel into Red Deer this year. 

The resignation of Jesse Halstead 
as City Gardener was read. It had 
been dealt with some time ago. Mr. 
Halstead has joined the A.P.P. force. 

The annual meeting of the Union 
of Canadian Municipalities Conven- 
tion will be held at Kingston, August 
12, 13 and 14, and the council was 
notified of the fact. ‘ 

A letter was read from the secre- 
tary of the Industrial Congress to be 
held at Calgary, in August, urging 
the council to send representatives. 

The Fire Chief was invited to at- 
tend the annual meeting of Fire 
Chiefs at Portland Oregon. ° 

The secretary of the McLeod Ag- 
ricultural Society asked for copy of 
Certificate presented to the Veterans 
here. A copy was furnished. 

A letter was read from the Imperial 
Bank stating that the Bank was 
pleased to again renew the credit for 
the city to the extent of $40,000 on 
certain conditions. 

The Western General Electric Co. 
drew the council’s attention to the 
fact that lawn sprinklers were allow- 
ed to run all night in’ some instances. 

The Agricultural Society wrote 
thanking the council for paying the 
band for services on Veterans’ Day. 

A letter was read from the Com- 
missioner of the Department of Muni- 
cipal Affairs, giving Red Deer an 
award of $109 against the municipal 
district of Raven for flu patients at- 
tended to at Red Deer. : 

J. E. Stewart asked that Second St. 
south west be watered, as the street 
was very dusty and the traffic heavy.

Ald. Stone and Broughton ‘moved 
that the Mayor and Sec.-Treas. be 
appointed to attend the Industrial 
Congress in Calgary, Aug. 14 and 15. 
Carried. 

W. A. Moore addressed the Coyncil 
re. the question of lighting contract. 
He understood that the Council re- 
served the right to terminate the new 
contract at the end of two years if 
not satisfactory. He thought that 
the Company should have that same 
privilege. He was anxious to get 
the contract settled. 

The mayor understood Mr. Moore 
was going to report on certain chang: 
es. 

Mr. Moore did not understand it 
that way. He thought the Council 
was going to have a meeting to dis- 
cuss the contract. He felt he could 
not get anywhere with the Council. 

The mayor suggested that if Mr. 
Moore would just put down in writ- 
ing what he wanted as an amendment 
it would be considered. He would 
like to see a full meeting to deal with 
the question. . 

COMMISSIONERS’ 'REPORT. 


The Council, City of Red Deer, 

Gentlemen,—We submit our regu- 
lar report as follows: 

i. We have arranged with E. H. 
Wilson to cut the hay on the lots in 
Hillsboro, Englewood and _ College 
‘Heights, for which we have permis- 
sion. 

2. We have ordered five water 
meters to install on the garage ser- 
vices, so each garage will pay for the 
actual water used. 

3. The appeal of Howlett & Cotton 
against business assessment as Im- 
plement dealers was heard by His 
Honor Judge Muhaffy on the 18th 
inst. Decision has not yet been 
given. 

4. The qaedit asked for by the 
City hasbeen granted by the Imperial 
Bank for the current year. Up_ to 
the present it has not been necessary 
to borrow money on current account 
and we expect to get into August 
without doing so. 

5. We had the following work 
done at the Exhibition grounds before 
the Exhibition: All the fences, in- 
cluding the fences around the race 
track repaired, the trenches left 
from last year filled in, the lavatories 
cleaned out, enlarged and _ partitions 
built in them, and the building next 
to the old grandstand fitted up for 
the fire hose reel and for quarters 
for the men on duty there as fire- 
men. The roads leading to the Ex- 
hibition grounds were drenched with 
the fire hose several days previous to 
the Exhibition and kept well watered 
until after the close. Foreman Jones 
Fire Chief Taylor and = Driver Har- 
vey and the special firemen on duty 
all gave’ good service in this work, 
Chief Anderson. Night Constable An- 
quetil and the extra police and the 
staff of Provincial Police under Jn- 
spector Risk all handled their work 
efficient!y onc we are pleased to re- 
port that, in epite of the large crowds 
of penple and the large number of 
automobiles fa the City during che 
fair, no sevlons fires, erimes or acci- 
dents were reported, 

At the close of the Exhibition a 
section of the fence near the stables 
was removed and a great denl of the 
fence on the western side torn down 

and left down, windows in the build- 
ings left open, a number of windows 
smashed, and some sash torn out en- 
tirely, ad a great deal of rubbish left 


in the buildings and on the grounds. 
It will cost considerable money ‘to 
put’ the grounds and buildings in the 
condition they were previous to the 
exhibition, and we ‘would ask your 
instructions in the matter. 

6. We ordered three “Keep to the

SPECIAL REPORT. 

The commissioners brought in the 
following special report on an addi- 
tion for nurses at the hospital. 

The Council, City of Red Deer: 

Gentlemen : 

We have considered the question 
of Nurses’ accommodation at the hos- 
pital and suggest herewith a plan for 
furnishing this at a reasonable cost. 

We-have to the credit of the hospi- 
tal or@the City books $1,695.95, which 
amount will be available for hospital 
purposes when the Treasury Bills 
now on hand are sold, 

The plan is to build an addition on 
the N.E. corner of the prasent build- 
ing which will furnish a hall 6 feet by 
9 feet and a large living room 16 feet 
by 22 feet, with a fireplace on the 
east end. The top would be fitted up 
for a sleeping porch and would be 
accessible from the present building 
both downstairs and upstairs, and we 
believe this addition could be erectéd 
for less than $2,000. 

If the plan meets with your appro- 
val, and the approval of the hospital 
commissioners, plans and specifica- 
tions should be prepared and tenders 
called for later on if it is found that 
the money will be available.

PAN-GERMAN PRESS WORKED 
UP OVER EXPOSURES BE- 


FORE REVOLUTION. 


Thrown under a mower, and there 
dragged by his bolting team, was the| 
cause of the death of John Armour, of 
Morrin. 

On the morning of Tuesday, July 
15th, John Armour was driving a team 
on a mower. Suddenly the horses 
took fright and bolted, throwing him 
forward in front of the mower, where 
he was caught and dragged. The in- 
juries resulting from this terrible 
agcident wére frightful, and he was 
practically cut to pieces. 

Aid soon arrived on the spot, and 
he was immediately placed in an 
auto and rushed to Drumheller, where 
he was attended to by Drs. Gibson, 
Davies and Campbell. Their efforts, 
however, were fruitless for the 
lacerations were so terrible that he 
died shortly afterwards from sheer 
loss of blood.

TROOPS ARE GALLED — 
TO CHICAGO 


TWENTY-TWO MEN HAVE: BEEN 
KILLED.- | : 


Chicago, July 29.—Four thousand 
soldiers, with full war equipment, 
stood’ ready today to quell. the race 
rioting between negroes and whites 
that during two nights and a day of 
terror in the South Side black belt 
cost the Hves of at least 22 men, in- 
cluding one negro’ policeman, and 
the injury of several hundreds of 
others, many seriously and probably 
a dozen fatally. Four of the injured 
are soldiers. 

The police and the coroner have 
been unable to make a _ complete 
check of the casualties, but reports 
showed nineteen killed last night. Of 
this number 12 are white and 7 are 
negroes. A hundred thousand ne- 
groes and an equal number of whites 
fought in the streets and alleys or 
cowered in their homes while shots 
were fired. Mounted policemen gal- 
loped along the boulevards, patrol 
wagons dashed through the streets 
with prisoners and wounded, women 
and children screamed as men fought 
with cudgels, knives and fists. 

When the rioting, which started.on 
Sunday night with the stoning and 
drowning of a negro who had drifted 
on a raft into the water of a beach 
used by whites, broke out afresh last 
night, Mayor Thompson asked Gcr- 
ernor Lowden for troops. The gov- 
ernor, who was on his way to Lin- 
coln, Neb., turned back at Burling- 
ton, Iowa, and Acting Governor Ogle 
sby gave Adjutant-General Dickson 
orders to mobilize the necessary sol 
diers. By midnight four regiments 
were in armouries on the South Side, 
but by that time the police had 
cleared the streets for the night and 
began collecting the dead and injur- 
ed and rounding up ihe loaters 

Chicago, July 29.—One identified 
negro was. kil’. anl ‘two in-frees 
were wounded at Wabash and Adams 
Streets, the heart of the down town 
district, in rioting which was renew- 
ed this morning. 

Joseph’ Powers, white, a street car 
conductor, was shot and killed soon 
after daylight in the stock yards sec- 
tion. William Henderson, a negro, 
was arrested on suspicion in connec- 
tion with the killing. 

Racial disorders -spread to ‘the 
north side of the city today, where a 
number of negroes were chased and 
threatened. Very few ‘hegroes live 
in that section of the city.

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TERRIFIC STORM CAUSED DAM- 
AGE AT FLYING FIELD. 


Mineola, N.Y., ~July 29.—Three 
bombing planes including the Martin 
machine in which Captain Roy W. 
Francis planrfed to leave next Friday 
on a trans-continental flight, were 
wrecked by a terrific electrical storm 
which, sweeping over Long Island 
yesterday afternoon, struck a_ steel 
hangar at Hazelhurst field and hurled 
fragments of steel for a distance of 
half a mile. . 

Sweeping along from the northwest 
and passing over the spot where the 
British dirigible R-34 was moored 
while in this country, the storm, 
which broke out of a clear sky with 
less than five minutes warning, 
wrecked virtually everything in its 
path. 

Forty temporoary wooden buildings 
and 30 tents at Mitchell aviation field 
were blown flat, the stable at the 
Meadowbrook Hunt Club and_ two 
semi-permanent officers! barracks 
near there were levelled and general 
havoc was raised not only at the 
flying fields, near here, but in Garden 
City and Jamaica. 

STORM WAS INTENSE 

The storm, which developed into al- 
most a tornado, as intense as it was 
brief, struck a seven-ton Handley- 
Page bombing plane, one of the mach- 
ines which was wrecked, while twen- 
ty men were trying to hold it down. 
It was blown half a mile across Haz- 
elhurst field and wrecked. At Mit- 
Chell field, a 10,000 gallon gasoline 
drum was rolled for a distance of 
a mile. 

At Roosevelt field, 
blown off the frame hangars. 
northern edge of Camp Mills 
struck by lightning. 

Two men who were in the hangar . 
at Hazlehurst field when it was 
struck by a bolt of lightning, escaped 
injury. In this hangar was the Mar- 
tin bomber, commanded by Capt. 
Francis, a Carponi plane and two De 
Havilands. The Martin and Caproni 
were virtually demolished, but the 
smaller planes, stored in the other 
end of the building, escaped with 
slight injury,

WAR FACTS AND FIGURES.

These are some of the amazing 
facts in Sir Douglas Haig’s last des- 
patch: 

General Headquarters received 
9,000 telegrams in one day. and 3,400 
letters by despatch riders. One 
army headquarters had 10,000 tele- 
grams in a day, and the daily tele- 
grams on the lines of communication 
were 23,000. 

There were 1,500 lines of telegraph 
and telephones, and 3,688 miles of 
railways, on which 1,800 trains run 
weekly. 

In six weeks 5,000,000 rations were 
supplied by our armies in France, to 
800,000 civilians in ~the relieved 
areas. 

200 tons dead weight of supplies 
and stores were required daily for 
the maintenance of each division. 

The total daily ration strength of 
our armies was 2,700,000. An addi- 
tion of one ounce to each man's ra- 
tion represented an extra 75 tons. 

Over 400,000 horses and mules and 
700 motor vehicles were used, and 
4,500 miles of road made or main- 
tained. 

In 1914 there was one machine-gun 
to 500 infantrymen in the British 
army; at the armistice there was one 
machine-gun to 20 infantrymen. 

Over 700,000 tons of ammunition 
were fired by our artillery on the 
Western front from last August to 
the armistice.

There has hardly been 
such a fall since Lucifer fell flaming. 
Perhaps no man in history has been 
so loathed and hated by so many 
people as the former Emperor of Ger- 
many. Nor if he had a million lives 
and each one of them was cut short 
by an executioner would it be pos- 
sible to fully satisfy the claims ot 
humanity against him. It is solely 
on account of the lesson his fate will 
have for those who come after him 
that the extreme penalty is demand- 
ed for this man. His execution 
would be a better guarantee of the 
peace of the world than any treaty 
made in Paris or a League of Na- 
tions. If an autocrat knew that in 
the event of a war of his planning 
being a failure his own life would be 
forfeited he would not lightly go to 
war. When he has only to risk other 
people’s lives, as in the past, he will 
not hesitate from taking the risk.

GREAT |WAR Asin Pas, 

In the current ‘number of. ‘the 
Round Table there is a concise. re- 
view of tho military effort ‘of the 
British Empire, and-by it the reader 
is impressed with the tremendous 
military effort put forth by the 
United Kingdom. There are com- 
parisons, accompanied’ by - explana- 
tions of the various influencés which 
affected the raising of the’ several 
armies, each one of which vas a 
credit to the land in which it was re- 
cruited. The figures presented: are 
from official records In. August, 
1914, the total of armed land forces 
in the United Kingdom was 733,514 
men.| From that date until the end 
of the ercat war there was recruited 
an army of 4,970,902. Of this num- 
ber, Engiand, vastly the largest white 
community in the Empire, contribu- 
ted 4,006,158 soldiers. Scatland’s 
provision was 557,618; that of Wales 
and Monmouth 272,924, anqd- Ireland 
134,202. This 4,970,902 war recruit- 
ment, added to the armed land forces 
existing in 1914, previous to the out- 
break, makes a combined total of 
5,704,416. The Dominions ‘and col- 
onies furnished another 1,425,804 sol- 
diers,an exceedingly creditable show- 
in. The total in arms for the respect- 
tive countries is: Canada, 628,864; 
Australia, 416,809; New Zealand, 
220,099; South Africa, 136,070; New- 
‘foundland, 11,922; the small colonies, 
12,000. The total white enlistments 
therefore, amounted to 7,130,280 soal- 
diers. Then there was India, where 
at the outbreak of the warp there were 
239,561 troops, and since which time 
1,161,789 Indians were recruited. The 
colore’ troops of South Africa num- 
bered 92,837, of the West Indies 
10,000 and of other colonies 20,000. 
Total Indian and colored, 1,524.87. 
Grand total of troops for the Emp!rs, 
8,654,467. 

Ths figures of the army — recruit- 
ment are signal proof of the readi- 
ness of the citizens to fight for thelr 
country at al! costs.

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COMMISSION HAS 
SUGGESTION FOR 
NEW CONFERENCE 


EMPLOYERS AND LABOUR MEN 
IN WINNIPEG MAY BE BROUGHT 
TOGETHER. 


Winnipeg, July 24—After being in 
session for one hour, during which no 
evidence was taken, but a _ general 
discussion was entered into as to 
the future activities, of the commis- 
sion, the Robson committee investi- 
gating the causes of the Winnipeg 
strikers today adjourned indefinitely 
in order to give labor council time 
to prepare their case. 

Commissioner Judge Robson recom- 
mended the formation of a joint com- 
mission of the labor leaders and re- 
presentatives of employers to form a 
conference to discuss unemployment 
arising out of the strike. 

George F. Landry, an organizer for 
the railway brotherhoods, who attend- 
ed on-behalf of labor, asked the com- 
. missioner to recommend to the gov- 
ernment that a special counsel be ap- 
pointed to act on behalf of labor. He 
felt that the present labor counsel, 
C. P. Wilson, K.C., was not as sym- 
pathetic as he might be. 

Judge Robson replied that he 
thought that the present counsel could 
present any evidence labor might 
wish to submit in a manner satisfact- 
ory to labor. 

Commenting on the present dis- 
placement in labor following the 
strike, Judge Robson thought that it 
would be a fine thing if a conference 

_ of labor leaders and employers could 
sit down together in a friendly spirit 
“and get all these men towork again.” 

Ernest Robinson, representing the 
labor interests, said that so far as the 
procedure of the enquiry was con- 
cerned, he had no objection to pro- 
ceed with consideration of the econ- 
omic causes of the strike at once. 
Labor did not want to prolong unduly 
the work of the commission. The 
commissioner replied that the import- 
ant consideration was that the best 
case possible should be presented by 
all concerned. He recommended an 
indefinite adjournment until labor 
counsel could be fully prepared with 
their case. 

George F. Landry said that labor 
had been advised by its counsel to 
proceed at once with nothing but the 
discrimination phase of the investiga- 
tion because of the danger in other 
branches of the inquiry of prejudicing 
the cases of certain labor men on 
trial on the criminal charges. 

Commissioner Robson said that in 
his opinion it was important that 
labor should be prepared with evi- 
dence to prove that the economic 
causes of the strike were such as to 
justify the strike, and to remove, if 
possible, the charges that there were 
certain other motives in calling the 
strike. He would, therefore, recom- 
mend that the inquiry be postponed 
until labor counsel felt that their case 
was complete. 
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GREAT BRITAIN HAS NO USE 
FOR BOLSHEVISM.

Toronto, July 24.—Major C. W. 
Gordon (Ralph Connor), who has just 
returned from overseas, in an irter- 
view here last night, said the unrest 
in the old land was chiefly attributed 
to the great increase in the cost-of 
living, as the workers, though having: 
had increased wages during the war, 
were worse off than they were before 
because of the advance in the cost of 
living. 

Speaking of the general attitude of 
the people, the major said: 

“One thing is certain, the people 
are determined that there shall be 
no revolution. They have no use for} 
Bolshevism, they are too near to Rus- | 
sia and other continental countries 
for that. 

There is also a resolve on the part 
of the employers and the wealthier 
people that the right thing shall be 
done by all classes. There is a tre- 
mendous sense of justice stirring the 
hearts of the masters that the fair 
thing shall be done for workers, 

“IT believe that Great Britain will 
yet show the world the way out. They 
have this advantage, the ablest minds 
in Great -Britain are working on the 
problem: it is not in the hands of 
more tyros.” 
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-|DEGEASED SOLDIERS’ 
EFFECTS 


One of the interesting features in 
the work of the Alberta Returned Sol- 
diers’ Commission has been the dis- 
posal of deceased soldiers’ effects. 

The Alberta battalions had in their 
ranks a majority of men from the 
British Isles. A great number of 
these men were unmarried, without 
next of kin in Canada. During the 
early stages of the war these men 
were the first to enlist. Not having 
relatives in Canada, they packed their 
civilian possessions in trunks and 
boxes, leaving them with friends or 
acquaintances until their return, but 
many will never return, having given 
their lives for the Mother Country. 
These trunks and boxes, in the vast 
majority of cases, are still in Alber- 
ta, owing to the deceased soldier not 
having left the address of his next of 
kin with the persons keeping the 
effects. 

Tre records of the A.R.S.C. 

some interesting cases : 
’ The case of Pte. S is one in 
point ; a trunk was left with a fam- 
ily in Calgary, it later being handed 
to the A.R.S.C. for disposal. No 
record of the regimental number of 
the deceased soldier was to be found, 
but on examining the trunk and its 
contents, a number of photographs 
were discovered, by a mere coinci- 
dence one was of a young lady with 
her name on the back of the snap- 
shot. The picture was taken on the 
platform of a railway station in Scot- 
land, and in the background of the 
photograph was a lamp post bearing 
the name of the station. A letter was 
immediately sent to the young lady, 
addressed to the town shown in the 
snapshot. A reply was received, giv- 
ing full particulars of Pte. S : 
enabling the office to dispatch the 
trunk, through the military authori- 
ties, to the next of kin in Scotland. 

Another case of interest was ®that 
of Pte. D.: No record of a regimental 
number was to be found, but the trunk 
contained a number of letters from 
Blackpool, England. Three different 
letters were selected, each being 
signed by a young lady’s christian 
name only, but fortunately the letters 
were headed by an address. Letters 
were sent to them bearing the chris- 
tian name of the young lady; in all 
three cases replies were received giv- 
ing ‘particulars of Pte. D., sufficient 
to send the trunk to his mother over- 
seas 

A similar case to that of Pte. D. 
was that of Pte. L.: 

Upon writing to an address in Eng- 
land giving the Christian name-only, 
a reply was received from the de- 
ceased soldier’s sister. 

Another case was that of Cpl. S., 
a book giving the clue. The book 
was apparently presented by a 
friend, and the fly leaf contained the 
giver’s name and address. Through 
this address the effects were sent to 
his home in the Old Country. 

The Estates Branch of the A.R.S.C. 
has since its inceptibn probated ap- 
proximately 1500 wills for the estates 
of deceased soldiers.

We have all suffered from the nag- 
ger, and we know from personal ex- 
perience that there is no other thing 
on earth that raises such murderous 
impluses in even the most patient 
breast as does the continuous harping 
on one string by someone who is a 
perpetual grouch. 

When you think of a man growling 
over his breakfast and finding fault 


with the coffee, and making sarcastic 
remarks about the bread every morn- 
ing for forty years, you can but won- 
der how many times his wife has toy- 
ed with the idea of flavoring his 
eggs some day with Rough on Rats 
and being forever relieved of his 
complaints. 

When you contemplate the spec- 
tacle of a man coming home day 
after day, through a weary eternity 
of matrimony, to a wife who frets 
at him because he doesn’t make more 
money, and forgets to wipe his feet 
on the doormat, and because he smok- 
es and musses up the sofa cushion, 
and who reminds him that she’s told 
him not to do these things a million 
times, you know why he sits with his 
hands in his pockets. It’s to keep 
from gratifying his passionate yearn- 
ing to strangle her. 

No. When you observe that nag- 
ging is the favorite indoor sport of 
so many married people, the wonder 
is not that occasionally a nagger gets 
hig. or her just dessert. The marvel 
is that any of them escape. It shows 
that the stuff of which martyrs are 
made is not extant. 

For, in all good truth, there is 
nothing else so hard to endure as per- 
petual fault-finding. It gets on our 
nerves and becomes as unendurable 
as the continual falling of a single 
drop of water on the victim’s head, 
which was the choicest torture of the 
Inquisition and which no one could 
stand and maintain his reason. 

An out-and-out sinner we can for- 
give and love in spite of his or her 
wrong-doing. We can fight, and shake 
hands, and still be friends. But we 
can have nothing but a dull’and im- 
potent loathing and resentment 
against the individual who can never 
let bygones be bygones, and who eter- 
nally reminds us of the mistake we 
once made, who is continually throw- 
ing our faults in our faces, and who 
forever holds up our weaknesses be- 
fore our eyes. That is the unforgiv- 
able sin. 

The western man’s assertion that 
women cannot stand as much _ nag- 
ging as men is an interesting side- 
light on the subject, however. Doubt- 
less he is right, and it is to be hoped 
that his words will be taken to heart 
by men afflicted with the nagging 
habit. 

One of the reasons why women 
show less stamina and staying powers 
under nagging than men do is because 
when a man is a nagger, he is a 
much more strenuous and _ forceful 
and efficient nagger than any woman 
ever is. Also as the man carries the 
pocket book he can put.a punch into 
the nagging that the economically de- 
pendent wife never can. 

The man who growls over his food, 
who berates his wife for the size cf 
the bills and wants to know if she 
thinks he is made of money, who 
criticizes the way she raises the child- 
ren, and makes fun of her clothes, and 
before whom she trembles like a 
whipped dog, is the headliner among 
naggers, and it is no wonder that his 
wife goes to pieces with nervous pros- 
tration. 

Another reason that women stand 
nagging with less fortitude than men 
do is because men can escape from 
the nagger, whereas a woman is 
chained to her tormentor. She hasn’t 
any convenient business that takes 
her off to different cities when she 
gets to the place where she has to 
have a respite or die. Men, likewise, 
have the advantage of having millions 

{of other interests that take their 
minds off their worries at home, 
whereas a woman's work gives her 
all too much time to think, and to 
brood over the way her husband 
picks upon her. 

It must be said in all fairness, how- 
ever, that woman naggers are far 
more common than men naggers. It 
is women who have a gift for petty 
tyranny, and who can make your life 
miserable for you unless you eat the 
same sort of food they do, and go to 
their church, and give up your own 
habits to suit them. It is women who 
cannot distinguish between little 
things and big, and who will drive a 
good husband away from home by 
nagging him about leaving his paper 
on the floor, and dropping cigar ashes 
on the rug, until he flees to a club of 
peace. 

And the pitiful part of it all is that 
the woman nagger generaNy nags 
through over-love and over-anxiety 
for her family. But none the less do 
they hate her for it. 

There is no cure for nagging be- 
cause no one who nags ever admits 
doing it. Heretofore, the only way 
a man or woman who was _ unlucky 
enough to marry a nagger ever got 
rid of the naggee was through death 
or divorce. Now the six: shooter ‘has 
been introduced as a solution: of the 
problem. Let us trust, that - it will 
prove an awful warning. to those ad- 
dicted to wife and husband baiting.

Some years ago ‘the national Method- 
ist Church ofJapanwas organizedand 
eventually it will’ become independ- 
ent, adapting ‘itself to the. needs 
which are peculiar to Oriental life. 
Last year of 160 graduates one-fourth 
were definitely committed to conse- 
crated Christain living, and many of 
the others have been deeply influenc- 
ed. by Christian teaching and ideals, 
although not. yet prepared to identify 
themselves with a form of organized 
religion which is‘ distinct from their 
national religion. and traditions. 

The effect of Christianity upon the 
life of Japan-cannot be measured by 
statistics, but by-its persuasive influ- 
ence in the industrial, social, - politi- 
cal and religious life of the empire. 

The civilization of Japan has not 
been of mushroom growth, but is the 
result of very many influences which 
can be traced in a history which goes 
back to the seventh century before 
Christ.

HIGH SCHOOL 
INSPECTOR’S REPORT 


Speaks Highly of Staff — 
New Developments 


Needed 


The following report from High 
School Inspector Smith was presented 
at a recent meeting of the Public School 
Board :— 

School Accommodation, Equipment 
and Future Expansion 

As in many other towns and cities 
of the Province, your Bourd is con- 
fronted with the problems of providing 
more school accommodation and of 
making some of these schools already 
constructed meet more helpfully .the 
educational and hygienic demands of 
school life. The building in use at the 
present time for High Schovl work is 
in such poor repair and so poorly con- 
structed from the standpoint of proper 
standards of schoolhouse construction 
and sanitation that the Board should 
have under consideration the construc- 
tion of a High School building of 
modern type. I have been encouraged 
to believe that this will be done as 
soon as the financial condition of the 
district will justify the Bourd in taking: 
this step. In the meantime, it would 
be unwise to incur much expenditure in 
meg¢ting the deficiencies of the old 
building. The janitor work is done 
carefully and faithfully. The rooms; 
are kegt as clean and attractive as is 
possible in this building. The general 
equipment is in a fair state of repair 
and quite adequate for present needs. 
About a half dozen sets of apparatus 
for the simpler experiments in physical 
science and chemistry should be pro- 
vided for the students’ use. A valuable 
part of the training in these subjects 
is lost if an opportunity for individual 
or group experimental work is denied 
the students. In the future it is hoped 
that your High School will be called 
upon to exercise a wider influence in 
your community and that the respon- 
sibility of secondary education will be 
greatly increased, The basis of secon- 
dury education, I hope, will be deter- 
mined more by the needs of the society 
to be served and the character of the 
individuals to be educated. The public 
high school must become to an ever 
increasing extent the efficient director 
and constructive agent of society and 
we must realize that there are man) 
avenues over which the student may 
travel in order to becorne finally a cul- 
tured and serviceable citizen. Your 
Board should therefore be prepared to 
make provision for the educationa’ 
needs of boys and girls with different 
interests and different eapacities. 

The Department of Eduvation, 
through very liberal grants, is en- 
couraging the introduction of Manual 
Training and Household Science _ it. 
the town schools of the Province. Since 
the work in these subjects in each town 
would not take the full time of a tea- 
cher, the Department is encouraging 
two or three towns to unite for thi: 
important work. According to the re- 
cent amendments of the Grants .ict, the 


Government will pay fifty per cent of 


the salaries and transportation expen- 
ses up to a maximum grant of $2,000. 
Also fifty per cent of the new equip- 
ment up to a maximum grant of $1,000 
Inspector Boyce and myself discussed 
this matter fully with your Board and 
it was decided that your Board enlist 
the co-operation of the Board in La- 
combe in the introduction of this work 
in the two schools. The general High 
School grant has also been materially 
increased. Where provision is made 
for the education of non-resident stu- 
dents in a High School and where the 
number of teachers in the school dis- 
grant amounts to $3.00 per teacher per 
trict exceeds twelve, the High School 
teaching day. These liberal grants 
have been given with the expectation 
of improved conditions and liberal ex- 
pansion in High School work. 


Work in the Class Rooms 


I could not fail to notice the splendid 
attitude of the students to their work 
and their orderly and courteous conduct 
jin the class rooms. The students did 
their part In helping the teachers main- 
tain an atmosphcre of Industry and 
enthusiasm in the different rooms and 
in placing the general discipiline and 
tone of the school on a high plane. 


Miss Goudie’s Classes 


Art—IX and X: 

I was very well pleased both with the 
amount of work done and the quality 
of work.’ The pen and ink work was 
exceptional’y good. The art work donc 
in your school compares very favorably 
with that cf the city schools, 
Arithemetic—IX: 

The class showed some weakness in 
mechanical work. Evidently the class 
did not have sufficient drill in rapid 
and accurate mechanical work before 
being promoted to this grade. <A fair 
showing was made in written problem 
work. 

Zoology—X: 

Miss Goudie has aroused a healthy 
interest and enthusiasm in this subject. 
Close observation and wide réading 
have been encouraged and the subject 
is made of real interest to the student. 
Miss Goudie has u natural attitude for 
handling this work. 

History—IX: 

The class seems to have a good grasp 
of the work. Through wide reading 
Miss Goudie is able to supplement the 
subject matter of the text in an inter- 
esting manner, These students are 
developing a taste for History reading 
Grammar—1X: 

The formal side of the work Is pos- 
sibly too strongly emphasized. 

Miss Goudie has many strong points 
as a teccher. She is very- thorough 
and exacting in every detail of her 
work, There, is no place in her class 
room for the student with = careless 
habits and indifferent application. She 
is very methodical and logical in her 
teaching. The content of her lessons 
is well organized and impressively pre- 
sented. Her aggressiveness, natural 
ability, strong personality and sincerity 
will always make her a valuable tea- 
cher in any school. She is a strict dis- 
ciplinarlan. 

Miss Nelson’s Classes 
Composition—IX, XI, Xl: 

A gradual and most marked improve- 
ment was noticeable through the 
Grades from IX to XII, The work of

History—XI:. . 

‘Good results attained and eMetently 
handled by, Miss Nelson. 

J also observed the work in “Litera- 
ture of Grades XI and XII,’ and was 
quite well satisfied with the progress 
made and the interest shown by the 
students in this subject. 

Miss Nelson has been giving very 
plose application to her work. It would 
be difficult to find a more sincere ana 
Her work is or- 
ganized on a very sound basis and much 
time and forethought {is given. to her 
daily duties. Her 1lé8sons from_ the 
standpoint of methods, content and 
presentation were satisfactory. She 
manages and disciplines her classes 
with ease, 


PY Mr. Locke’s Classes . 


I observed the work of Mr. Locke's 
classes in the following subjects: Phy- 
sical Science (X, XI), Geometry (IX, X, 
XI, XII), Algebra (X, XIV), and Chem- 
istry (XI). This work of the four 
grades impressed me favorably, but 
the work of XII deserves special com- 
mendation. The majo-ity of the stu- 
dents .of this class have outstanding 
ability and excellent application. The 
high standard of work in’ the above 
subjects is the result of patient, careful 

nd thorough teaching. 

Much credit is due Mr. Locke for his 
careful and sane administration of 
your school. The general organization 
is on a sound basis. He encourages 
and directs with the help of his assist- 
ants many school activities whose edu- 
cational value cannot be overestimated. 
His refined and gentlemanly manner in 
dealing with the¢girls and boys hus a 
good influence in the school. In the 
class room his work is of a high stan- 
dard. He is very successful in getting 
from his students their best efforts. 


I was much pleased to find that your }° 


Board realizes fully that Physical 
Training. is an important factor in edu- 
cation. In too many of our towns the 
students are leaving the High School 
with their powers for motor activity in 
many directions either dormant or 
practically atrophied. Such neglect 
must leave its effect not alone on the 
physical soundness of the student but 
also on the full rounding of their men- 
tal capacities. Your well-equipped 
playgrounds provide the most whole- 
some exercise for both b6ys and girls.

BIG POLITICAL 
TURNOVER SHOWN 
IN-PE.L VOTING 


LIBERALS WON 26 SEATS OUT OF 
30 IN ELECTIONS ON THURSDAY. 


Charlottetown, P.EL., July 
Liberals swept the province in 
general elections yesterday, 
ing 26 seats out of thirty. 

The only Conservative survivors of 
the debacle were Hon. A. B. Arsen- 
ault, premier; Hon. James A. Mc- 
Neill, cammissioner of public works, 
and H. F. Murdock Kennedy, and J. 
D. Stewart. 

This was the most one-sided elec- 
tion since confederation with the ex- 
ception of 1911, when the Liberals 
won only two seats. When the house 
lissolved the parties stood: Conserv- 
atives, 18; Liberals, 11; and one seat 
vacant. 

Such a sweeping victory was unex- 
pected by both sides, although the re- 
sult of the federal elections, when 
four Liberals got a majority of home 
votes, afterwards changed by the 
soldiers’ votes, foreshadowed a Con- 
servative defeat. The returned sol- 
diers did not take an active part in 
the contest, but it is evident that a 
majority voted Liberal. Fine weath- 
er brought out a large vote. There 
was a big turnover in Charlottetown, 
the Liberals capturing both seats by 
large majorities, labor going with the 
opposition. 

Dissatisfaction with the adminis- 
tration of the public works depart- 
ment, especially the neglect of the 
roads, with the administration of the 
agricultural department and with the 
proposal of ‘the government to levy 
additional taxation told agaist the 
Conservatives. People also looked 
with disfavor upon the highway Dill, 
fearing that payment of the six per 
eent asked for by the federal gov- 
ernment would be too heavy a burden. 

Complete returns of the elegtions 
show 26 Liberals and 4 Conserva- 
tives returned. Both leaders, Prem- 
ier Arsenault and J. H. Bell, were 
elected. 

McKinnon, commissioner of agric- 
ulture, was defeated. 

The Liberals, elected are; Bell, 
Lee, Gallant, Me®herall, Saunders, 
Dennis, McLean, McArthur, Crosby, 
Hughes, Lepage, Brodie, D. MacDon- 
ald, Nash, Irving, Higgs, Duffy, D. C.

THIRTY, YEARS. 


Vienna, July 26.—Dr. Otto Bauer, 
the Austrian minister, discussing the 
Austrian treaty today, said: 

“For 30 years we will be the slaves 
of the allies ecenomically. Austria 
loses her economic’ independence. 
Austria must cover 70 ner cent of 
the 68,000,000,000 war debt, which 
means 8,000 crowns per person, or 
40,000 crowns for a family of five 
persons. This shameful peace can 
be destroyed only through the vict- 
ory of international solidarity.” 

Dr. Friederich Adler, editor of Der 
Kempf, said: 

“Economically, it is our death sen- 
tence. We are relegated to the role 
of a colony and forced to declare our 
tankruptcy immediately.”
